them very bad, and in a ruinous Condition ; to build on the Ground eighty 
to ninety Shops on each Side, making in the Whole One Hundred and 
Seventy to One Hundred and Eighty New Houſes. There is the greateſt 
want of Shops near the Royal Exchange, by Reaſon of many being taken 


down, neceſſarily to inlarge the Bank, which with the great want of Houſes 


has made Rents and Fines near the Royal Exchange exceſſive. 
THE great Number of Buildings now raiſed at Marybone, on the North, 


I Faſt, and Weſt of this Metropolis, and Roads that lead to the Entrance of 
I the City where Mcorgate ſtood, and the narrow Paſſages from thence muſt 


vince the Want and Neceſſity of ſuch an Opening. 
GREAT Advantages will be the Conſequence, by having ſuch a Street; 


more and better Houſes will be erected, the Burthen of the Land- Tax, 
church and Poor s Rates leſſened, and the Window-Tax improved: Ina 
public View there will be leſs danger of Fire, and of its ſpreading ; Benefits 
which will take Place near this New Street, where there is a great deal of 
"XJ yicant Ground, and the Reſt wretchedly covered for the moſt Patt. 
S The City of London will receive very great Benefits by ſuch an Opening 
to their Manſion- Houſe ; it will make the City and that Building more 
healthy ; there will be a greater Number of Inhabitants in or near the 
I City, and Cuſtomers will be increaſed by ſuch a good Paſſage ; their Free- 
I hold and other Eſtates, which are very conſiderable, lying between the 
S intended Street and the Prebendal Lands of Finſbury, will be advanced to 


double the Value. 


HE Propoſition is, to pay the City the Whole of the Nett Rent they 
nate to receive for the Remainder of their Leaſe of the Fin/bury Lands for 
Y ſixteen Years to come; to pay the Prebendary a reaſonable Fine, and a re- 
JF ferved rent; on the Parliament's glving Power to a Number of Perſons as 
I Purchaſers or Poſſeſſors for a Term of Nincty-nine Years ; to lett out the 
Ground to build Streets and Squares, the Whole of the Finſbury Eſtate 
confiſting of above Ninety Acres, one Half at leaſt of which is now vacant 
Ground, and is become a Nuiſance; and the other Half ſo wretchedly 


covered, that moſt of the Houſes are tumbling down ; the Benefit and 


Profit that may be made in ſo letting out the Prebendal Eſtate of Finſbury 
Lands, will enable the Poſſeſſors to make ample Satisfaction to all thoſe 


who have any concern in the Houſes that are to be taken down for the 


New Street, and ſuch an Opening will greatly improve the Finſbury Land, 

and will be found to Anſwer, tho' attended with an Expence of Thirty 
Thouſand Pounds or upwards. Surely the City being obliged to give up, 
tor this great public good, the Remainder of their Leaſe cannot be thought 

o great a Hardſhip as diſpoſſeſſing a private Perſon of his Freehold or Ha- 

JF *itation, which muſt be done for the Opening of a Street, and ſhould be 
XY "mitted to whenever it is for the good of the Public.
